iNeberality and prejudice of fome, the 
unprincipled and timorous conduct of 
others, and in a word, becaufe of the 
heterogeneous parts which compofe this 
people. - 

Ireland is now I believe in every part 
tranquil and calm—undjfturbed by the 
threats of invafion, and whether intereft- 
ed, or difinterefted, viewing with appa- 
rent coolnefs every public event.

forms ; it may be collected chriftalifed 
on the furface of the earth, in ‘places 
where the impregnated water oo2€s from 
the pores of the foil, and fpreads itfelf 
flowly along the plane, expofed to the 
evaporating power of the fumtbeams ; 


fak fprings highly faturated arecommon.. 


Thofe two means of procuring falt “are 
within the fettlement diftances up the} 
river. But its upper branches are faid 
to walh hills, mountains, or great mafies 
of falt,-fome fay very pure falt, others 
fay debafed with an admixture bf terrene 
matter; probably both exift—nay it is 
not improbable. that the fame mountain; 
ridge or chain of falt extends from the 


fources of the Miffouri to the Red River. 


The falt region is confidered by the ña- 
tive Indian tribes as facred ground, never 
to be polluted by blood. 

« The moft inveterate enémes allem- 
ble there for the purpofe of colle&ting 
their provifion of falt, and hold friendly 
or at leaft innocent- converfe together ; 
and fo deeply are they impreffed with a 
religious or reverential awe of the Great 
Spirit, fuppofed to prefide more imme- 
diately over thofe diftriéts, ‘that no ex- 
ample has ever been known of public or 
private refentment having been fatiated 
by thefe favage men within the priviledg- 
ed limits.
